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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-2, 4, 6, 8-13 and 23 are presented for examination on the merits. 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of Group I (claims 1-2, 4, 6 and 8-13) in the 
reply filed on June 14, 2006, is acknowledged. 

Claim 23 is withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on June 14, 2006. 

Response to Amendment 
The amendment filed March 23, 2006, has been received and entered. 
The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. Further, the miscellaneous letter, amendment to the 
specification, terminal disclaimer, assignee showing of ownership filed under 37 CFR 
3.73(b) and power of attorney and second status letter, have all been received. 
Applicants provided correct information under Budapest Treaty to remove deposit 
requirement under 35 USC 1 12, first paragraph and the Terminal Disclaimer overcomes 
the double patenting rejection. 

Double Patenting 

Applicant is advised that should claim 6 be found allowable, claim 8 will be 
objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75 as being a substantial duplicate thereof. When two 
claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in content that they both 
cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is proper after allowing 
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one claim to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of the allowed claim. 
See MPEP § 706.03(k). 

Claim Objections 

Claim 4 is object to because it is dependent upon a rejected base claim. Claims 
8-13 are objected to because claim 6 and claim 8 are duplicates of each other and thus, 
claim 9-13 are objected to because of the problems with claims 6 and 8. Also claim 13 
is objected to because the Markush Group does not have a properly closed ending, 
"and" which should be inserted before "lacto-lipids" at the last line of claim 13. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 
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Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by 
Fuchs et al (US Patent No. 6,592,863), cited on enclosed PTO-892 Form. 

Claims are drawn to Lactobacillus casei contained in a probiotic and olive oil 
contained in probiotic. 

Fuchs et al teach Lactobacillus johnsonii contained in a probiotic and soy oil 
also contained in said probiotic , see column 4, line 34 and column 5 line 67. 

Claims are identical to the cited disclosure and are therefore considered to be 
anticipated by the teachings therein. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP 
§ 706.07(a). Applicant is reminded of the extension of time policy as set forth in 37

Claims 4 and 8-13 are deemed free of the prior art. 

Claim 6 is deemed allowable subject matter.
